Claims 1-6 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of species (1) in the reply filed on 7/28/06 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). It is noted that applicant was basically nonresponsive in identifying the claims that 
are readable on the elected species, as was required by the requirement. As such, the Examiner 
considers only claims 1 & 2 as readable on the elected species, while claims 3-7 will be 
withdrawn from further consideration. 

2. Claims 3-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7/28/06. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by applicant's 
admitted prior art (AAPA) FIGs. 1 la-1 lb. The AAPA is considered to show a disc-transfer roll 
(see FIGs. 1 la & 1 lb), a pair of which are to be arranged on the opposite sides of a disc slot to 
sandwich and transfer a disc in a disc device, characterized in that it is of an elastic material, e.g., 
rubber, comprising an inner cylindrical wall "b" an annular joint (the radially or horizontally 
extending portion adjacent "a") integrally connected to and extending radially outwards from one 
end (does not exclude both ends) of the inner cylindrical wall "b", and an outer cylindrical wall 
"d" integrally connected to the annular joint and encircling the inner cylindrical wall, leaving a 
predetermined space "f ' between the outer and inner cylindrical walls. The term "integrally" has 
been interpreted to mean that elements "a","b" and "d" are formed together, as one integrally 
formed unit; (as per claim 2) wherein the outer cylindrical wall "d" has its outer surface 
smoothly curved, becoming gradually larger to the top circumference in diameter (from the 
middle portion), the outer cylindrical wall "d" being relatively thick in upper and lower 
circumferential areas, i.e., thicker than the middle, and relatively thin in the intermediate 
circumference area (at least FIG. 1 la is considered to show the middle area curved inward 
slightly to meet this limitation).
